WASHINGTON, Oct. 6. — Marked 
changes in atmospheric pressure in 
the country east of the Mississippi 
upset the dope in the weather bur­ 
eau today and, showers generally in 
the eastern states shortly will break 
long drought that has gripped most 
of the country.

Disturbances which will 
provide the parched country side 
with refreshing showers originated 
in northern Canada, it was explain­ 
ed, where there are few weather 
observation stations.

land last night, the observers here 
had had no means of being warned 
before hand.

ROCHXCTER, N. Y-, Oct. 6.— It 
the use of bc-er ana light wines 
should again be permitted in this 
country, we would have a national 
drink bill of $5,000,000,000 a year; 
the saloon would be with us once 
more; whisky also would come back, 
and we would have a new evil in 
the widespread drinking by women.’* 
These statements were made here 
last night by the Rev. Deets Pickett, 
research secretary of the Board of 
Temperance* Prohibition and Pub­ 
lic Morals of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal Church, in an address to the 
delegates assembled for the Genesee 
conference of the church. 
Supporting his 
allegations 
Dr. 
Pickett said in part: 
“When the nation closed the sa­ 
loons our drink bill was nearly $2,- 
500,000,000. The present drink bill 
in Great Britain, with about 40,- 
000,000 people, is 470,000,000, or 
approximately $2,250,000,000, which 
we understand, is practically dou­ 
ble what it was before the war. With 
increased prices and greater con­ 
sumption, due to after-war tenden­ 
cies, there is no doubt that our li­ 
quor bill would be $5,000,000,000 
annually, not including the incident­ 
al losses to the people caused by 
the renewed traffic. According to 
Charles 
Lenon, of 
the American 
Federation of Labor, the working 
men of the United States contributed 
70 per cent of the drink bill in pre- 
prohibition 
days. 
W hat would it 
mean to lower the standard of liv­ 
ing of our people, particularly of 
our working classes, to the tune of 
$5,000,000,000 at one time? 
“The American saloon was a beer 
saloon, not a whisky saloon. All 
of its institutional evils, including 
its 
brothel 
accompaniment, 
its 
gambling hells and side-entrances 
for women introduced by the brew­ 
ery-owned saloon, would thrive just 
as well if not a drop of whisky 
were sold. You cannot open 200,000 
saloons in this country and keep 
them from selling whisky. The sa­ 
loon never obeyed any law passed 
for its regulation except the law 
compelling it to pay a tax, and 
the evasions of that were notor-' 
ious. 
“We would have a new evil in 
widespread drinking by women,” Dr. 
Pickett 
declared. 
“The 
American 
woman was kept out of the Ameri­ 
can saloon. The American man con­ 
sidered her too good for the de­ 
bauching influence of beer. Very 
few ‘respectable* women drank at 
all in America in the old days. But 
the old standards of conduct for 
women are passing away under the 
influence of the new feminism, and 
we have not yet had time for the 
establishment of new standards. In 
this transition time, the influence 
of the saloon v and the trade, urged 
by an economic motive and pushed 
by every method of trade promotion, 
would be perilous to American wo­ 
manhood.”
